The  work  of  the  hospital  is  now  well  re-established  on  a 
pre-war  basis.  During  the  year  2,005  patients  were  admitted 
to  the  hospital  and  3,525  new  cases  were  seen  in  the  Out-patient 
Department.  This  report  deals  with  all  patients  admitted  in 
1946.  1,889  operations  were  performed  and  seven  cases  died 

subsequent  to  operation— a  mortality  of  0.37  per  cent. 

The  Pathology  Department  has  been  considerably  extended, 
and  a  full-time  Director,  Dr.  Magnus  Haines,  has  been  appointed.

Of  the  eight  deaths,  hve  followed  abdominal  sections,  and  two  a 
non-abdominal  operation,  while  in  the  remaining  case  there  was  no  form 
of  surgical  intrevention.

a.  97  Menopausal  Hcemorrhage  (39).  This  was  treated  by  a  total 

hysterectomy.  Two  days  after  the  operation  the  patient 
collapsed  suddenly  and  died  almost  immediately,  presumably 
from  a  pulmonary  embolism.  A  post-mortem  examination 
was  not  made. 

b.  113  Stress  Incontinence  of  Urine  (64) .  An  abdominal  sling  operation 

was  performed  uneventfully.  On  the  morning  following 
operation  the  patient  developed  acute  respiratory  distress  and 
died.  Post-mortem  examination  showed  gross  pulmonary 
oedema. 


c.  729  Uterine  Fibroids  (52).  The  patient  was  very  anaemic  on 

admission  and  was  transfused  one  litre  of  group  O  (4)  blood. 
She  became  comatose  on  the  night  of  transfusion  and  died 
two  days  later.  Post-mortem  examination  showed  myocardial 
degeneration  and  evidence  of  secondary  anaemia.  There  was 
no  evidence  of  blood  incompatibility. 

d.  793  Sarcoma  of  Uterus  (65).  The  diagnosis  of  sarcoma  of  the 

uterus  was  made  by  curettage  and  a  week  later  a  subtotal 
hysterectomy  and  bilateral  salpingo-oophorectomy  were 
performed  successfully.  On  the  day  after  operation  the 
patient  developed  acute  dilatation  of  the  stomach,  and,  in 
spite  of  gastric  suction  and  transfusion,  she  became  gradually 
worse  and  died  twelve  days  later. 

e.  808  Epithelioma  of  the  Vulva  (63).  The  patient  had  an  epithelioma 

of  the  vulva  which  had  been  treated  by  vulvectomy  and 
bilateral  inguinal  block  dissection  of  lymph  glands  five  months 
previously.  She  was  admitted  with  a  recurrence  in  the 
vulvectomy  scar  and  evidence  of  pelvic  and  lumbar  spine 
metastases.  Her  condition  gradually  deteriorated  and  she 
died  six  weeks  after  admission. 


/.  1244  Uterine  Fibroids  (36).  A  myomectomy  was  performed  un¬ 

eventfully  and  all  bleeding  arrested  at  the  operation.  Twelve 
hours  later  the  patient  collapsed  suddenly  and  died.  At 
post-mortem  examination  a  considerable  intra-peritoneal 
haemorrhage  was  found.  The  myomectomy  scar  was  well 
sutured.

Ovarian  Carcinoma  (55).  The  patient  was  admitted  for  a 
large  abdomino-pelvic  tumour.  She  had  had  an  ovarian  cyst 
removed  eleven  months  previously.  A  laparotomy  was 
performed  and  a  large  inoperable  mass  was  found  filling  the 
pelvis.  Her  condition  deteriorated  gradually  after  the  opera¬ 
tion  and  she  died  six  weeks  later.  Post-mortem  examination 
confirmed  the  diagnosis  of  papilliferous  ovarian  carcinoma. 

Uterine  Prolapse  (59).  A  Fothergill’s  operation  and  colpo- 
perineorrhaphy  were  performed  uneventfully.  On  the 
eighteenth  day  following  operation  the  patient  collapsed 
suddenly  and  died.  At  post-mortem  examination  pulmonary 
embolism  was  shown  to  be  the  cause  of  death  and  thrombosis 
of  the  deep  calf  veins  was  demonstrated.

ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1946 

The  outbreak  of  War,  its  consequent  depletion  of  staff  and 
interruptions  due  to  air  raids  have  meant  that  no  reports  were 
compiled  for  the  years  1940-45  inclusive.  A  short  survey  of 
the  work  of  the  department  is  now  given  for  these  six  years. 

The  museum  specimens  and  laboratory  apparatus  were 
transferred  to  top-floor  wards,  leaving  the  basement  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  use  as  Staff  Dormitories.  In  these  new  surroundings 
routine  work  was  conducted  during  the  whole  period.  The

was  paid  to  the 

incidence  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  Endometrium.  The  study  was 
carried  out  on  63  biopsies  obtained  in  the  investigation  of  cases 
of  Sterility. 

The  museum  continued  to  be  utilised  by  undergraduates  and 
post-graduates.  Mounted  specimens,  buckets  of  wet  specimens 
and  histological  preparations  were  sent  out  for  the  members  of 
the  Staff  at  the  time  examining  at  Queen  Square  and  at  the 
R.C.O.G. 

In  May  1945,  at  the  end  of  hostilities  in  Europe,  it  was  decided 
to  provide  short  post-graduate  courses  for  ETnited  States  Medical 
Officers.  This  meant  a  rapid  transference  of  the  museum 
specimens  to  the  basement,  which  was  carried  out  by  the  inde¬ 
fatigable  Mr.  W.  Turner.  The  visitors,  about  60  of  them,  spent 
a  good  deal  of  the  time  in  the  study  of  specimens.  Admiration 
was  expressed  on  several  occasions  of  the  splendid  colouring  of 
the  specimens,  and  the  simple  and  easy  way  of  studying  each 
specimen  from  the  Catalogue.  At  their  special  request  a  full 
written  description  of  the  details  of  Schiller’s  method  for  the 
preparation  and  mounting  of  Museum  specimens  was  given  to 
each  M.O.  for  future  reference  in  the  U.S.A. 

The  department  in  1940-1946  was  under  the  supervision  of 
Messrs.  A.  Briant  Evans,  J.  B.  Blaikley  and  J.  P.  Erskine. 
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Early  in  1946  it  was  decided  to  enlarge  the  Department,  in 
order  that  the  type  of  work  undertaken  should  be  broadened 
considerably.  This  would  provide  a  better  service  for  both 
in-patients  and  out-patients  and  take  away  the  need  for  sending 
specimens  for  examination  at  other  institutions.  In  addition, 
it  was  hoped  to  co-ordinate  in  the  Department  the  research  of 
the  hospital  and  that  more  teaching  in  Pathology  could  be 
undertaken.  Accordingly,  a  small  increase  in  cubic  space  was 
provided,  further  apparatus  was  purchased  and  additional 
technicians  were  appointed.  The  Director  of  Pathology  (a  new 
whole-time  appointment)  commenced  his  duties  in  October. 

At  first  considerable  difficulties  with  planning  and  equipment 
were  encountered.  But  a  notable  achievement  has  been  the 
beginning  of  the  alterations  in  a  room  adjacent  to  the  Museum 
for  the  provision  of  animal  accommodation. 

Consequent  upon  the  new  arrangements  it  has  been  possible 
to  carry  out  a  wide  and  varied  number  of  routine  investigations 
(in  addition  to  histology)  hitherto  not  undertaken  here.  The 
number  of  tests  performed  was  113.  It  is  hoped  that  members 
of  the  Honorary  Staff  and  their  Assistants  will  make  more  use 
of  these  facilities.  But  it  is  not  easy  to  realise  that  these  tests 
can  at  last  be  done  in  the  hospital.  Arrangements  for  Serological 
tests  in  cases  of  suspected  Veneral  disease  are  being  made  with 
another  Laboratory.  Samples  of  blood  for  Rhesus  testing  are 
referred  to  a  special  centre.  It  is  hoped  that  we  may  be  able 
to  do  our  own  Biological  tests  for  Pregnancy  sometime  in  1947. 

It  is  now  requested  that  ALL  organs  and  pieces  of  tissue 
removed  from  patients  be  sent  to  the  department,  whether  or 
not  the  Surgeon  requires  a  report.  It  is  only  in  this  way  that 
a  true  and  accurate  appreciation  of  the  material  available  can 
be  made.  It  is  hoped  to  inaugurate  a  card  index  system  of 
diseases  and  normal  processes.  During  the  year  1946  825 
specimens  were  sent  for  examination  and  616  sections  were 
prepared.  The  report  for  1936,  in  giving  the  figures  as  729 
and  683  respectively,  notes  “  that  this  is  the  largest  amount  of 
routine  pathological  work  which  has  been  performed  by  the 
Laboratory  of  this  Hospital  since  it  started  in  1908 

The  Department  has  provided  specimens  and  lectures  have 
been  given  for  Courses  arranged  for  post-graduates. 

THE  FUTURE. 

The  problem  of  cubic  space  in  the  Department  remains  acute, 
and  it  is  hoped  provision  will  soon  be  made  for  more  laboratory 
and  some  storage  space.  The  latter  is  non-existent  and  further 
benches  are  needed  in  the  rooms  now  available.  No  means  has 
so  far  been  found  of  implementing  the  proposed  Photographic 
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Department.  No  equipment  is  available.  The  following  ap¬ 
paratus  is  required  : — 

A  Reduction  Camera  for  making  lantern  slides  from  photo¬ 
graphic  plates  and  from  X-ray  films. 

A  Clinical  Camera  (Sanderson  type,  with  double  extension 
and  stand)  for  Morbid  specimens  and  Clinical  cases. 

A  complete  unit  for  Photomicrography — camera,  optical  bench 
and  microscope,  with  accessories. 

RESEARCH. 

It  is  hoped  to  continue  investigations  into  the  incidence  of 
Tuberculosis  of  the  Endometrium  both  in  cases  at  the  Fertility 
Clinic  and  in  Primary  Amenorrhoea,  and  an  effort  is  to  be  made 
to  correlate  information  received  from  Basal  temperature  records 
and  the  Endometrial  picture  throughout  the  menstrual  cycle. 
The  free  co-operation  of  the  Endocrinologist  and  Surgeon  is 
welcomed  in  these  studies. 

It  will  be  a  great  advantage  when  more  Surgeons  will  be  able 
to  take  part  in  further  problems  in  co-ordinated  research. 

MUSEUM. 

The  specimens  seem  to  have  suffered  little  damage  in  spite 
of  transportation,  etc. 

Many  new  specimens  have  been  collected  during  the  period 
1939-46,  but  only  a  proportion  has  been  mounted.  In  all, 
about  60  specimens  were  placed  on  show  this  year.  Histories 
and  descriptions,  together  with  microscopic  slide  references, 
have  now  been  prepared  for  all  of  these.  Some  of  the  60  were 
listed  in  1939,  but  only  now  has  the  cataloguing  been  completed. 

Unfortunately,  the  work  of  adding  fresh  specimens  has  been 
brought  to  a  standstill  because  suitable  rectangular  glass  con¬ 
tainers  are  unobtainable.  It  is  hoped  that  acrylic  jars  may 
become  available  before  long.  In  the  meantime  the  policy 
of  replacing  old,  unsuitable  or  faded  specimens  will  be  maintained. 

The  set  of  coloured  plates  presented  to  the  Museum  by 
Mr.  Bell  in  1936  has  at  last  been  provided  with  a  commentary 
set  out  in  a  loose-leaf  book.  Frankl’s  original  text*  was  kindly 
loaned  by  Professor  Daniel  Dougal,  of  Manchester.  My  best 
thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  J.  T.  Swan  Brown,  of  Glasgow,  who  did 
the  translation  from  the  German. 

Mr.  W.  Turner  has  continued  to  give  the  help  and  devotion 
to  duty  which  has  made  him  so  well  loved  during  his  forty  years 
of  service  in  this  Department.  I  greatly  appreciate  his  unfailing 
help  to  me  during  the  past  difficult  months.

COMPARISON  OF  TWO-YEAR  SURVIVALS 
IN  1941  AND  1944. 

In  1944  the  liason  between  the  Chelsea  Hospital  for  Women  and  the 
Royal  Cancer  Hospital  became  fully  operative.  In  this  year  the  majority 
of  cases  of  carcinoma  of  the  cervix  were  treated  with  deep  X-ray  therapy 
following  treatment  with  radium. 
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A  comparison  is  made  below  of  the  number  of  cases  surviving  at  the 
end  of  two  years  before  and  after  this  liaison  was  commenced.  A  com¬ 
parison  is  also  made  of  the  length  of  survival  of  those  who  died  under 
two  years.  It  is  realised  that  this  comparison  is  not  significant,  but  it 
was  felt  that  an  early  survey  would  be  of  interest.

Leucoplakia  Vulvce  (72).  This  was  treated  by  excision  of  the 
vulva  and  the  post-operative  course  was  uneventful  until  the 
seventeenth  day,  when  broncho-pneumonia  supervened  and 
the  patient  died  three  weeks  later. 

Uterine  Fibroids  (44).  Total  hysterectomy  and  left  salpingo- 
oophorectomy  were  performed  uneventfully.  Attacks  of 
cyanosis  and  faintness  occurred  on  the  eighth,  fifteenth  and 
twenty-seventh  post-operative  days,  the  last  attack  resulting 
in  complete  collapse  and  death.  Post-mortem  examination 
revealed  multiple  pulmonary  emboli. 

Uterine  Prolapse  (62).  The  prolapse  was  repaired  by  Fother- 
gill’s  operation  with  a  posterior  colpoperineorrhaphy.  The 
operation  and  convalescence  were  uneventful  until  the  patient 
sat  up  suddenly  in  bed  on  the  ninth  post-operative  day  and 
died  in  a  few  minutes.  Post-mortem  examination  showed 
pulmonary  embolism  and  thrombosis  of  the  deep  calf  veins.

Uterine  Fibroids  (45).  A  subtotal  hysterectomy  and  left 
oophorectomy  were  performed  uneventfully,  and  convalescence 
was  normal  until  on  the  eighth  post-operative  day  the  patient 
collapsed  and  died  rapidly  from  massive  pulmonary  embolism. 

and  1548.  Papilliferous  Cystadenocarcinoma  of  Ovaries  (56). 
The  patient  was  admitted  with  diffuse  peritoneal  carcinoma¬ 
tosis  and  gross  ascites.

Carcinoma  of  Cervical  Stump  (50).  In  194n  a  subtotal  hys¬ 
terectomy  and  bilateral  salpingo-oophorectomy  had.  been 
performed  for  carcinoma  corporis  uteri.  Recurrence  in  the 
stump  was  treated  by  Wertheim  s  operation,  which  was  made 
difficult  by  adhesions  and  free  bleeding.  In  spite  of  intra¬ 
venous  therapy  and  Penicillin  the  patient  did  not  regain 
consciousness  and  died  39  hours  after  operation.  A  post¬ 
mortem  examination  showed  death  to  be  due  to  haemorrhagic 
broncho-pneumonia. 

Pseudomucinous  Cyst  adenocarcinoma  of  Ovaries  (51).  A 
laparotomy  was  performed  and  the  patient  found  to  have 
diffuse  peritoneal  and  omental  deposits  of  growth.  Her 
condition  deteriorated  rapidly  after  operation  and  she  died 
33  hours  later.  A  post-mortem  examination  was  made.

DEPARTMENT  OF  PATHOLOGY 


ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1947 

During  the  year  1947  notable  changes  in  bench  space  and 
equipment  have  occurred.  A  new  bench  has  been  provided 
in  a  central  position  in  the  main  laboratory.  It  is  fitted  with 
the  usual  services.  A  small  adjacent  room  has  also  been  fitted 
out  and  provides  a  rather  limited  accommodation  for  histological 
preparation  and  a  secretary.  As  supplies  have  become  easier 
additional  equipment  has  been  purchased.  Some  equipment 
has  been  made  available  through  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The 
difficulty  of  storage  space  has  been  solved,  at  least  temporarily, 
by  the  provision  of  a  small  bricked-in  store,  situated  near  the 
laboratory. 

ROUTINE  INVESTIGATIONS. 

Clinical  Pathology. 

Continued  use  has  been  given  to  facilities  provided  for  the 
examination  of  blood,  urines,  exudates,  etc.  This  includes 
chemical,  bacteriological  and  haematological  procedures.  In  all, 
709  tests  have  been  done,  representing  an  increase  of  50  per 
cent,  on  1946. 

As  before,  services  are  available  for  a  comprehensive  variety 
of  tests.  But  blood  samples  for  V.D.  diagnosis  and  Rhesus 
typing  are  forwarded  to  other  laboratories,  because  there  is  a 
very  limited  call  for  such  serological  tests. 

Morbid  Anatomy  and  Histology. 

During  the  year  all  tissues  removed  surgically  have  been 
received  for  examination.  Gross  specimens  examined  numbered 
1,138,  compared  with  825  in  1946,  which  was  a  record.  In  1946, 
616  histological  preparations  were  made.  This  figure  reached 
1,777  in  1947.  This  routine  examination  in  the  Department 
has  already  proved  its  value.  Not  only  has  a  more  comprehensive 
study  of  the  morbid  processes  been  possible,  but  most  valuable 
material  has  been  collected  for  teaching  and  further  study. 
Occasionally,  the  information  derived  from  such  examinations 
has  provided  evidence  of  clinically  unsuspected  disease  processes. 

A  Histological  Index  has  been  compiled.  This  has  taken  a 
good  deal  of  time,  even  though  it  goes  back  only  to  October  1946. 
Each  section  is  entered  separately  against  tissue  and  disease 
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headings.  This  provides  a  complete  analysis  of  the  material 
studied  in  the  Department,  and  the  search  for  a  group  of  sections 
illustrating  any  given  morbid  process  takes  only  a  few  moments. 

ANIMAL  HOUSE. 

Accommodation  for  animals,  both  indoor  and  outdoor,  was 
made  ready  early  in  the  year.  The  Home  Office  inspected  the 
premises  and  agreed  that  they  were  suitable.  The  premises 
were  accordingly  registered  officially  under  the  Act,  1897. 

Thus  Biological  Tests  for  Pregnancy  were  first  carried  out  in 
July.  Nearly  40  tests  of  this  type  were  conducted.  Rabbits 
have  been  used  for  this  test  up  to  now.  It  is  probable  that  other 
species  will  be  available  next  year. 

Guinea-pigs  are  being  used  for  the  investigation  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  of  the  genital  organs. 

PHOTOGRAPHIC  DEPARTMENT. 

A  considerable  quantity  of  equipment  which  was  purchased 
by  the  Clinical  Society  is  now  available.  Towards  the  end  of 
the  year  Mr.  W.  Turner  willingly  undertook  these  photographic 
duties  and  much  preliminary  work  was  completed. 

It  is  apparent,  however,  that  such  equipment  really  demands 
considerable  space  which  is  not  now  available.  It  is  felt  that 
the  potentialities  of  this  Department  will  remain  somewhat 
stunted  until  alternative  accommodation  is  found. 

MUSEUM. 

Additions  to  the  Museum  have  been  very  few  during  the  year. 
It  is  now  decided  to  use  acrylic  jars  for  mounting  specimens, 
as  glass  jars  cannot  be  obtained. 

It  is  expected  that  a  new  lighting  system  will  be  installed 
and  that  the  shelves  and  walls  will  be  redecorated  early  next  year. 

Specimens  have  been  lent  for  various  examinations  and 
demonstrations  by  members  of  the  Staff.  Numerous  students 
either  visiting  London  or  attending  courses  have  made  use  of 
the  Museum. 

LIBRARY. 

The  nucleus  of  a  reference  library  has  been  started,  but 
many  more  volumes  are  needed. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Messrs.  Read,  Blaikley  and  Evans 
an  almost  complete  set  of  the  Journal  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology 
of  the  British  Empire  has  been  lent  to  the  Department,  Other 
journals  are  being  purchased. 
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RESEARCH. 

Problems  relating  to  Tuberculosis,  particularly  of  the  endo¬ 
metrium,  continued  to  be  studied  during  the  year.  This  study 
has  been  augmented  by  the  facility  for  animal  inoculation  this 
year,  and  further  cases  are  being  collected.  Many  of  the  cases 
come  from  the  Fertility  Clinic. 

A  study  of  a  group  of  Granulosa-cell  tumours  of  the  ovary 
is  being  undertaken  jointly  with  one  of  the  chief  assistants. 

A  case  of  Virilism  associated  with  pregnancy  has  been  studied 
jointly  with  Mr.  W.  N.  Seale,  surgeon  to  Out-patients. 

The  research  programme  would  greatly  benefit  were  more 
surgeons  able  to  take  part  in  co-ordinated  research. 

Next  year  it  is  intended  to  review  the  Pathology  of  Cancer  of 
the  body  of  the  Uterus.  A  grant  in  aid  of  this  work  is  being 
sought  from  the  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign. 

It  is  also  being  planned  to  include  other  animals  besides 
rabbits  in  biological  tests  for  pregnancy. 

Lectures  and  Demonstrations  have  been  given  in  association 
with  courses  organised  by  the  Combined  School.  Papers  and 
demonstrations  have  been  given  before  the  Association  of  Clinical 
Pathologists  and  the  Obstetric  Section  of  the  Royal  Society  of 
Medicine  : —

Summary  of  Treatment  of  Recurrent  Cases.
